We read with pleasure of the 
successes of the men who placed 
the Aberdeen-Angus at the pin- 
acle of beef breed fame, and 
their triumphs and accomplish- 
ments are indeed an inspiration 
to every new breeder; but some- 
times we wonder if they en- 
countered the same difficulties 
and problems in the early days 


developing their herds that 
bel Ps 4 aatend with now. In other words, has the beginner of 


today an equal opportunity to succeed, or does the fact that he is 
a competitor of the well established breeders place him at an undue 
disadvantage? How much will cattle depreciate in value with him 
as owner as compared to a well known breeder, or how long will it 
take him to “win his spurs” in the show ring? These are questions 
that every intelligent man will ask that is contemplating becoming 
a breeder of pure brea cattle. 

It is true that many things would enter into the answering of 
these questions. Much would depend upon the man; his industry, 
determination, and financial condition. Also, the selection of foun- 
dation stock, and the co-operation and support rendered by the fra- 
ternity. All these are valu- 
able assets. But considering 
that the new breeder posses- 
ses all these requisities, there 
is one other thing that is ab- 
solutely essential, and that is 
a demand for his particular 
breed of cattle. A demand 
that exceeds the supply, thus 
putting a premium on that 
breed. And the creating and 
expanding of that demand is 
what we wish to discuss. 

We must not depend whol- 
ly on the Association or breed 
publication to do this mission- 
ary work, though they do 
have their part and should 
perform it faithfully. But 
their work of necessity deals 
with generalities and is 
spread over a wide territory. 
The creating of a local de- 
mand is the beginners only 
salvation during his first 
years, and depends largely on 
his own initiative. 

Now with this in mind, 
we will relate a little of our 
experience as it illustrates the point. About three years ago we de- 
cided to purchase a few pure bred cattle. We had bred grade Short- 
horns all our lives, but after careful consideration decided in favor 
Therefore, we bought a small herd from a 
well known breeder for foundation stock. We brought them to a 
county that for thirty years had been famous as a Shorthorn strong- 
hold. We not only found that the merits of the breed were wholly 
unknown, but that the most absurd prejudices existed. Men that 
had to be told that they were Aberdeen-Angus, on being so inform- 
ed, related some of the most startling instances in regard to their

viciousness, sterility, or lack of 
milking qualities. Where they 
gained all this reliable data was 
- not determined, but we are sure 
that it was the legitimate des- 
cendant of the propoganda that 
is so persistently and systemat- 
ically spread to discredit the suc- 
cesses of Aberdeen-Angus. We 
found it necessary not only to 
introduce our cattle, but to over- 
come the prejudices as well. We attempted to do this in the fol- 
lowing ways. We placed an Aberdeen-Angus bull with grade Short- 
horn, Red Poll, and Jersey cows; and produced a black, uniform, 
polled bunch of calves. We put Angus steers in the same feed lot 
with Shorthorns, and produced more beef in less time, and with less 
feed; then out sold the Shorthorns on the market. We went to the 
county fair management, and secured a class for Aberdeen-Angus; 
then showed a herd. We invited the vocational classes in high 
schools to visit and judge our herd. We advertised locally. And 
last of all, we didn’t lose any time or friends in belittling the rival 
breeds. In fact we have tried to make friends with every one that 
is interested in better cattle. We are going to have a booth at the 
county fair as well as a herd 
this fall, and we expect to 
make it so attractive that the 
farmers will stop and talk 
“shop.” This isn’t any super- 
man’s job, but one that any 
breeder can do. 

It seems to us that a good 
slogan for every breeder 
would be, “A demand that ex- 
ceeds the supply.” This can 
only be accomplished by the 
co-operation of Association, 
breed publication, and breed- 
ers. Let us all work together 
for the advancement of the 
breed, giving the small breed- 
er a chance to succeed, there- 
by assuring the success of the 
big breeder as well.

Note.—Mr. Wallace has 
here advanced much food for 
thought and while there may 
be adverse opinions, all of 
which may be well grounded, 
the conclusion of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal is that it 
makes but little difference as 
to whether a man be a new breeder, a little breeder or a big breeder. 
These terms imply but little. As a matter of fact good, substan- 
tial, well bred, true to type cattle tell the story no matter whose 
hands they may be in. There are of course exceptions to almost all 
rules and we confess that we have found some excellent specimns 
in the hands of so called new and smaller breeders that were not 
attracting the attention that they should. This condition exists 
chiefly because the breeder so designated has not as a rule been in 
the breeding business long enough or to great enough extent to go

He was 
only a yearling and this was 
considered a big price for a 
bull at that time for cattle 
were cheap then. After us- 
ing this bull for two ‘years 
and keeping the females des: 
eending from him we began 
looking for another bull to 
use on them. We found this 
bull at the Kansas City Roy- 
al. He was a double Black- 
bird bull bred by W. W. An- 
drews, of Maryville, Missouri 
This bull topped the sale too 
The Angus Association trie: 
very hard to get a cattle 
breeder to buy him for use in 
the Hawaiian Islands, near 
Honolulu, as he was such a 
good bull. Therefore we had 
to bid quick and fast in order 
to secure him. 

It seems to us that each 
bull’s calf crop got better 
each time, a_ thing that 
should occur if we are doing what we should be doing in this breed- 
ing business. 

Our next herd bull was an Erica bred by the same man, Mr. 
W. W. Andrews. This bull was out of one of his imported Erica 
cows. Then our next herd bull was secured through the aid of Mr. 
Hal T. Hooker, of Maryville, Missouri. This bull was out of a Black- 
bird cow bred by Mr. Andrews and sired by a Queen Mother bull.

Having 
no horns to fight with they have no fear of each other. Due to this 
fact they are always at ease and perfectly quiet, therefore they do 
well at all times if plenty of feed is before them. 

Up to this time we have had no trouble disposing of our surplus 
bulls and heifers and while we have a few head of each to sell 
now, we feel that even if the prices are low, now is the time to sell 
them and this is the time for the purchaser or prospective breeder 
to get in while the getting is good. 

(Note.—Allow us to call attention to the steady improvement 
mentioned in connection with the advance of this herd and the re- 
markably few years that it 
has required to build this herd 
up. And, at this juncture, 
permit us to call attention to 
the importance of laying the 
foundation with strictly first 
class females.

that have been robbed of their fertility until 
they are so poor that the Creator must send 
His most unprofitable kind of grass.

But he 
must first improve his land before it will 
grow some of his good grasses, such as Blue 
grass, Japan Clover, Hop Clover and Rabbit 
Clover. These are clovers that He is send- 
ing all over the country, especially where he 
can get his people to farm their lands good 
enough to grow them. I would like to take 
time and say something in favor of these. 
splendid clovers, but I will not at present. 
Perhaps if the Editor will allow me space I 
will say something again about them. But 
back to burning the sage grass. I think it 
awful to burn off fields and especially at 
this time of year. To my mind it is like 
burning your children’s clothes, not only 
your children but the children of coming 
generations. It is like burning your corn 
cribs and wheat bins, and your bank account. 
Because if you keep up such destruction in 
a very short time your children will have to 
leave the farm and follow other professions 
in order to buy their clothes. You will soon 
be unable to fill your corn cribs and wheat 
granaries. Instead of filling your barns 
with hay, you will have barn room to rent. 
But if we will do our part the Creator help- 
ing us, we can take old worn out land, such 
as we have in Blount county and all over the 
South and make it good. It may take a life 
time to do it, but if it does, it will be a life 
well spent. Besides it is a great pleasure. 
How much we enjoy seeing the gullies al! 
filled up and grass growing in them. All 
the fields cleared of red knolls and growing 
uniform crops of corn, wheat and hay. it 
seems to me that the green fields, clear of 
gullies and galls, would represent God’s 
smiling face and would say if they could 
speak in English “well done thou good and 
faithful servant enter thou into the joy of 
plenty.” Where the old worn out fields, with 
red knolls and gullies would represent God’s 
frowning face, and would say “thou wicked 
and slothful servant, take away from him 
his talent and give unto him which hath ten 
talents for unto every one that hath shall be 
given and he shall have abundance, but from 
him that hath not shall be taken away even 
that which he hath.”

recent issue of the Dairy Farmer has this to 

say concerning surplus stock: 

“It is far cheaper and much less trouble 
to sell surplus animals than to keep them, 
but the majority of breeders seem to prefer 
to accept the penny wise and pound foolish 
plan of keeping secret the fact that they 
have pure bred bulls for sale. There seems 
to be an inherent idea that it costs too much 
to tell folk that they have bull calves for 
sale. 

“The first principle of salesmanship con- 
sists of telling prospective purchasers what 
one has for sale. That means advertising. 

“Unfortunately advertising is like other 
things to the extent that it costs money, but 
practically all papers give to live stock 
breeders special rates that are much lower 
than their regular advertising rates, and, in 
addition, a classified page is conducted on 
which a message can be sent to thousands of 
prospective customers all over the United 
States at a less cost per word than a tele- 
gram can be sent across the country to one 
individual. 

“If live stock breeders would banish the 
thought that advertising costs too much 
money; if they would but use their pencils 
and learn that it costs more to keep surplus 
animals than it does to sell them; if they 
would but realize that salesmanship is as 
important a factor in successful pure bred 
live stock husbandry as any other factor is, 
then they would realize that the use of a 
paper reaching thousands of prospective cus- 
tomers regularly is worth at least as much 
per month as one hired man. 

“This is the one plan being used success- 
fully by those who are selling; therefore, it 
is the plan for those who are not selling.”

LIVE STOCK MEN LIQUIDATING; 
PAYING OFF GOVERNMENT LOANS. 


Breeders of pure bred cattle will be pleas- 
ed to note that according to reports emanat- 
ing from the Live Stock Growers’ Corpora- 
tion, which during the latter half of 1921 
raised a pool of about $50,000,000.00 for the 
relief of the live stock industry, of which 
$20,000,000.00 was loaned, $11,000,000.00 has 
been repaid, leaving only about $9,000,000.00 
outstanding. In as much as practically all 
of these funds went to western live stock 
producers we are compelled to believe that 
this is indicative of an improved credit con- 
dition in the range territory.

otherwise calling attention to his product. 

There are many advantages to be gained 
by mingling with other breeders at the show 
rings and through the advertising columns 
of the breed publication and the expense of 
so doing should be treated as a part of the 
capital stock invested for it is a part of the 
business. 

The breeder who neglects to develope his 
home trade and fails to secure the confi- 
dence of his neighbors too such an extent as 
to create among them a desire to have some 
of the same breeding stock is not going to 
have the success that he should in the pure 
bred breeding business. The man who shows 
his neighbor in a convincing manner that 
will gain the confidence of this neighbor is 
going to have assistance in the promotion of 
his business which will be of untold value. 

Again we have found in what have been 
termed big breeders hands cattle that were 
a disgrace to the breed. Needless to say the 
neighbor of this type of breeder is either 


breeding pure breds of some other variety 
or has become so disgusted with the pure 
bred business that he could not be induced to 
maintain a pure bred on his place. 

Men breed cattle, breed them good, and 
breed them on the square, then use the same 
sound judgment in placing them before the 
general public and success will be yours re- 
gardless of the number you may turn out. 
The crying need of the hour is good gattle. 

The new man in the breeding business, no 
matter what breed he chooses, must expect 
to spend some time and energy bringing his 
efforts favorably to the attention of the pub- 
lic and we can see no reason why he needs 
remain a new man or a little breeder as the 
term has been applied. Some of the best 
cattle in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding busi- 
ness are in the hands of men with small 
herds and yet in our opinion these men are 
just 4s big as the most extensive operators. 

Our Oklahoma friend has brought out 
some good points and they may well be ob- 
served, they are worthy of careful consider- 
ation for after all the thing which most vi- 
tally interests us all is the betterment and 
advancement of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
industry in America. Let others express 
their views, the number of cattle you have 
does not enter into consideration—what we 
wish to bring out is the best interests of the 
cause. Thanks Mr. Wallace.
